been threatening that President Truman would veto every b ill 
which represented an effort to ca iry out the Republican program . 
O ne of the toughest problem s the Republicans faced this 
year was whether to enact the laws the w ay they thought they 
ought to be, and take a chance on their being vetoed, or to w ater 
dow n their plans into som ething which the W h ite House might 
deign to accept. 
T h is problem was considerably com plicated by the highly 
vocal offer of the President to ro-operate w ith the Republicans 
in the Senate and the House of Representatives. 
The President hasn t co-operated worth a cent. H e has m ade 
it clear that he w ill "co-operate" cheerfully 
to get anything 
passed which he wants-—but has refused to budge an inch on 
any subject to give the Republican ideas a chance. 
No one can point to a single concession which the President 
has m ade in any legislative field which represented an effort to 
get together w ith the Republicans. H e bas pulled in his horns 
on a few m atters, it is true— but not out of a spirit of give-and- 
take w ith Congress so much as because be woke up to the fact 
that the Am erican people w ere on the 
other 
side of 
these 
questions. 
Congress, spurred by the exam ple of the Republican leader­ 
ship in the House, now appears to have adopted as its slogan: 
"B rin g on the vetoes!” 
The Republican tax-cut law , the Republican labor b ill, the 
Republican ban on portal-to-portal suits, the Republican "watch- 
ful-eye" provisions ir. the Foreign R elief b ill— one by one these 
are being put into final shape, regardless of the question of 
w hether the President thinks he wants them that w ay, and sent 
along to the W h ite House. 
A s has been observed by several Republicans, exasperated 
by being "sta lle d " by professional obstructionists of the W h ite 
House lobby on the floor of Congress and then accused by pro­ 
fessional D em ocratic propagandists of not knowing what they 
want, the question of whether the President shall veto or sign a 
b ill isn’t for Congress to decide. It’s up to the President. "T h a t's 
not up to us; its H IS business!" 
A n d now the big question is whether the President is going 
to be as bold— "raah ," m ay be a better w ord— this year as he 
was last when he vetoed the O P A B ill, the Case B ill, and various 
other urgent measures, and left the nation floundering.
